You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  matters : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

Art.  2.     To  choose  three  selectmen. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  a  town  treasurer. 

Art.  4.     To  choose  one  or  more  highway  agents. 

Art.  5.     To  choose  one  or  more  auditors. 

Art.  6.     To  choose  one  library  trustee. 

Art.  7.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  board  of  cemetery 
commissioners  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  tax  asses- 
sors; and  if  so,  to  determine  the  number  of  assessors  and 
choose  the  same. 

Art.  9.     To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  10.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  selectmen,  treasurer, 
cemetery  cjommissioners,  and  other  town  officiers  heretofore 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  join  with  the 
town  of  Newbury  in  the  State  of  Vermont  in  rebuilding  or 
repairing  the  Haverhill  Bridge,  so  called;  to  raise  and 
appropriate  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  needed  to  pay 
the  town's  proportionate  share  of  the  expense;  to  elect  an 
agent  or  agents  to  expend  the  same;  and  to  pass  any  other 
vote  relating  thereto. 


Art.  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  ojf  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor. 

Art.  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  retire  three  thousand  dollars  of 
town  bonds  and  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  outstanding.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Haverhill: 

The  selectmen  submit  herewith  their  report  for  the  year 
ending  February  15,  1913. 

The  valuation  of  the  town  was  increased  by  the  April 
assessment.  All  allowable  bills  that  have  been  presented 
to  date  have  been  paid  and  the  selectmen  know  of  no 
outstanding  bills.  The  permanent  highway  has  been 
extended  from  the  point  where  the  work  was  dropped  last 
year  to  the  Piermont  line.  Since  no  money  was  available 
from  the  state  until  about  the  first  of  October,  it  was  found 
necessary  by  the  selectmen  to  hire  the  sum  of  $5,000  for 
use  in  road  building.  This  loan  and  interest  has  been  paid 
as  reported  under  the  head  of  miscellaneous. 

The  Haverhill-Newbury  bridge  is  in  such  condition  that 
it  seems  advisable  by  the  selectmen  of  the  two  towns  to 
close  it.  An  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  relative 
to  the  building  of  a  new  bridge.  Some  information  regard- 
ing the  expense  of  a  new  bridge  is  being  collected  by  the 
selectmen. 

The  tax  rate  in  town  has  been  reduced  from  $2.32  to  $1.58, 
in  Woodsville  from  $2.83  to  $1.85,  and  in  the  Haverhill 
precinct  from  $2.64  to  $1.76.  The  $3,000  voted  by  you  at 
the  March  meeting  for  the  payment  of  the  three  bonds 
maturing  December  1,  1912,  as  well  as  the  interest  on  the 
bonded  debt,  has  been  paid  by  the  treasurer.  The  bonded 
debt  is  now  $15,000  and  the  net  debt  is  $6,069.51,  a  decrease 
of  $7,194.05  during  the  past  year.  The  $2,000  voted  by 
you  for  the  erection  of  a  soldiers'  monument  has  been  paid 
the  treasurer  of  your  committee  whose  report  is  inserted 
later.
